methods will not be required.,

The Committee on Post Office and Civil Service, to whom was
referred the resolution (S. Res. 33) to provide funds for making
studies with respect to the administration of the civil-service system
by the Civil Service Commission and other agencies of the Govern-
ment, having considered the same, report favorably thereon with
amendments and recommend that the resolution as amended be
agreed to by the Senate. :
PURPOSE

Senate Resolution 33 as introduced authorized a study and inves-
tigation of the administration of the civil-service system by the Civil
Service Commission and other agencies of the Government. The
resolution as amended extends the scope of the study and investiga-
tion to administration by the Post Office Department of the postal
service, particularly with respect to postal rates, procedures, employee
relations, and research and development with the view to greater
operating economy and efficiency.

JUSTIFICATION

The committee has received hundreds of complaints from present
and former Federal employees alleging violations of the Veterans’
Preference Act and other civil-service laws throughout the Federal
service. Most numerous among these complaints are charges of
improperly downgrading jobs, disregard of reduction-in-force regula-
tions, and illegal separations and removals, indicating that the Civil
Service Commission has abdicated its position as protector of the

merit system and as the -enforcement agency of the civil-service laws.
Extension of the study to the postal service is justified on the basis of
~equally strong evidence that the Post Office Department has neglected

or ignored many aspects of its management responsibilities.
The resolution would authorize expenditures of $75,000 to make

these studies and investigations.
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
